With reference to the attached translation from the 
"Tairiku Shimpo" dated March 2, 1939, regarding the reported 
arrest of a Chinese terrorist suspect, I have to state that 
a@ male Chinese named Fang Yeu Be (A A 3%), aged 21, was 
arrested by a search party belonging the River Police at 11.05 
pem. February 25, 1939, on hoard the s.s. Ave Maria, which 
was berthed at No. 5 S.M.P, Pontoon. He was found in 
possession of two packages containing’ pamphlets and Chinese 
military uniforms, etc., 

Questioned by the Riwer Police, Fang Yeu Be gave his 
address as Sing Sing Li ( 4/7 % ‘$), Dan Poo Jau (1) PTH, 
French Concession, and was employed by the Yu Li Printing 
Shop A 4'| bp fe] 22 eb on Rue Pere Robert for about two months, 
commencing from July 1938. While in the employ of this 
shop he had a friend named Yau Tsong Kyong bk EF ; whom 
he met at about 2 p.m. on February 25 on Avenue Joffre¢ and 
was requested by this friend to meet him again at Dah Poo Jau 
at 8.15 p.m. the same dey. The prisoner met Yau Tsong 
Kyong at the qgppointed time and place, when he was handed 
two packages and requested to take them board the 8.8. Aye 
Maria. 

Whilst Fang was waiting aboard the vessel for Yau he 
was arrested and taken to the River Police S,;ation. Efforts 
to find Y,,, were unevailing.

Subsequent investigations obtaines cenfirmation 
of the report that a Chinese male oni female had been 
srrested abeard the s/s "Kareten" by the Japenese 
Sold yery at appreximately 10.15pam. May 26. 

It is stated that the twe persons were thimt 
Class passengers end thet four er five Japenese 
dressed in kheki uniferm teok tha into custody. 

Information available (net ce.firmed) is to the 
effect that the two srrested persans en being taken 
eshore were escorted in a Northerly direetion along 
the Bund. 

Tre o/s “Kareten" had just arrived fren Teepoo 
(4 8 ) ami wee berthed alongside manicipal Penteen 
Mo.ll at the Bunt. 

The vessel flies the German flag and is owned by 
F. HIASa OTTO T.L. PETERAEN, 138 Kiangee Read. 

Baquiries at the River Police elicited that 3 
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Chinese male and female had been arrested aboard the 
s/s "Karsten" by a Customs Search Party (Japanese) 
end taken to the Hulk at the Customs Jetty. 

The female was subsequently the same evening 
released, the male is believed to heave been hanied 
over to the Japanese Military Gendarmerie. 

Particulars regarding the two arrested persons 
ere not available, end the River Pelice claim that 
they are not in pesseseion of infermntinn regerding 
the nature of the charge against then or reasen for 
their arrest. 

Captain J-HOFLING whe cemmands the s/s "Karsten" 
on being interviewed statsd that he mew very little 
of the incident and hed net been informed until the 
next morning on arriving at Mepec. 

No repert has been made te the Germ Consul- 
General by Captain HOFLING or the ocunrrs. 

The arrest of thease tro peepie was carrie! out 
in a apeely manner ani it is believed that information 
regarding them hai been previously received. 

It is reperted that the Custess Seareh Perties 
work in elese co-eperation with the Japanese Military. 

Te precee’ either te the River Pelice Walk or 
the Fleeting Restaurent 11 would be neseseery for 
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the party to pass along the Bund. 
It is not known if those carrying eut the arrests 


were armed.
